He attended the 
Renfrew ColleBiate Institute for a 
couple of years, pacing his Junior 
Matriculation examination with hon- 
ours, ami completed his first year in 
Arts. About this time the trold rush to 
I'orcupine started, and "Put" went 
North to prospect.

THE LIBRARY. 

To those who are ftocustomed to supplement their daily elass 
•work by reference reading it is needless to rcmaU^ anything auciit 
the practical value of the use of the librarj'. The ^nldent who views 
his collciîc subjects thi-ouph the medium of only one author, acquires 
too often one-sided infonuntion. lie studies but from one viewjioint 
and sees but one aspect of the subject under eonsidei-ation. Know- 
led f:e of this sort is apt to beget narrowness in the individual. Text 
books fu^lli^ll mere peneralities and are written and used by educa- 
tors with the idea tiiat they M'ill be supplemented by outsiile reading, 
which is inenmbent upon the student who desires to gain a firm 
prnsp on liis subjet'ts. These remarks may be applied to the study 
of Instory ami litei'aturo in a particular manner. In the study of 
these subjects in particular, *a little knowledge is a dangerous thing'. 
In these fields of learning a pei-son is not justified in aceeptinjr the 
judgment of one as final or all-comprehensive, not even if judg- 
ment be the epitome of the opinions .of several pereons. To be so is 
to develop bipotry and stifle individual ideas. 

It was with the idea of rendering the opinions of other people 
more easily accessibly that libraries were first instituted. This was 
the idea behind tlie foinidiiii; of the maiinifieeiit Hedpatli library 
here at JMc'(iiil, and the studeuts have not been slow in grasping tiie 
opportunities offered them. This is true in a particular manner of 
the students of the higher years; while the ineomiiip; elasses gener- 
ally take some time to acquaint themselves with advantages offered 
them. This is not the right spirit and one which should not bo 
even in a small deçrree apparent at any scat of learning. 

One feature of the librai-y which has made itself painfully ap- 
parent to its frequenters last year was the mysterious manner in 
which articles of wearing apparel vanished from the cloakrooms. Xo 
doubt efforts were made to put an end to a practice which should 
never have appeared in a community of students who are accrediteil 
with an ability to distinguish between right and wrong. Ilowever, 
since some of those making use of the library do not respect the 
rights of others there is only one thing to be done and that is to 
institute some sort of eheck system with a boy in attendance. The 
obvious objection which will be made to this suggestion is the cost, 
but surely if all the students are made pay Sor books whieii do not 
return to the library through the carelessness of some of their num- 
ber they are eertaiidy entitled in return to protection of their per- 
sonal property or reimbursement for its loss. 



j THE UNION HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

Students are reminded that to-day is the last day for the nom- 
ination of members to the Union House Committee. It has often 
happened in the past, and will, wc suppose, happen in the future 
that men will be nominated who are not qualified to accept the posi- 
tion if they should be elected. We are not speaking noMr of technical 
but of personal fiiialifieation. Tiie Union House Committee requires 
men who have business ability more than any other committee in 
the University. This naturally follows from the nature of the work 
whieh it is railed upon to deal with. The management of a student 
wide institution such as the Union i-equires an executive ability not 
possessed by every member of the College, and it is the duty of every 
student to s, ,. that tiie tnan whom he nominates will be able to handle 
the affairs ent.ru.sted to his care in an able and efficient manner. 

Friendship is a very praiseworthy attribute in the college man, 
but it has its limits, and these are reached when it urges your sup^ 
port in favour of a man grossly incapable of performing the duties 
whieh wUI devolve upon his shoulders. Kach faculty is asked to 
nominate two men, with the exception of Law, which, on account of 
Its smaU registration, sends only one. The position is so sineeure, 
the men elected will have important work to perform, so each facul- 
ty is urged to nominate only its most able men as representatives.

Italian war was, of course, followed 
by the Balkan wars, and ,the Balkan 
wars by the present ereat struegle; 
and now the Italian trade with the 
Levant has practically come to an 
end. The Italian authorities are, 
therefore, earjtestly engaged in a con- 
sideration of the whole question. For 
the present, with labor so generally 
engaseU on war work, the war is ac- 
tually afforiliMK the time iieeessary for 
reeoii.-itriKtiou, for the planning of new 
truiie oiitletM, unil aliove all. for the 
enlargement of the mereantile marine 
which has long been greatly de^iirea, 

.'Vs the result of the consideration 
Miven to the mutter, there Is growing 
11 1> an evident desire on the part of 
tile authorities to secure, as far as 
possible, a continued prosperity for 
those industries in which the war has 
caused special ilevelopment. The 
woolen trade is ;i .>:pi.eial tyipi<-al in- 
staure. The war has placeil tlii.s in- 
iliistry in Italy on an entirely luw 
footing. All the preat wool centres of 
Kurope ha\>e been aflirteil by this 
events of the last two yea-s. Uelgiuiu 
was a great exporter of woolen goods, 
us was also that part of northern 
France at present occupied by the 
Germans. Large quantities of woolen 
Booils were also exported from Poland. 
In all these riuarters, the factories are 
eloseil or in ruins, ami traile has. con- 
sequently, r.'a.-^-.l. .^ (.to, it iinpilas 
has. therefore, been uivi ii to the woolen 
iraile elsewhere, chii'fly in Ihe Uniteil 
Kin»;(lom, in Spain anil in Italy, it is 
reckoned that fully 5O,O0U workers are 
at present employed by the wool fac- 
tories of Italy. They have supplieil 
woolen goods to the army to the value 
of 600,000,000 lire, and have - exported 
Koods to the value of more than 100,- 
000,000 lite. 

It in to trade movements such as 
IliLs that the Italian authorities are 
directing a watchrul attention. The 
desire, very generally cxpicNsed in 
Italy, that the Rovernnunt slioiihl 
srant special e.xeinptlon from military 
service for those cmpUiviil in wool 
factories Is only part of a wiik.'^pread 
effort to provide for and safeguard the 
commercial future of tlia country.

The cust'-niary procession of the 
Chancellor, Lord Kosebery, was prac- 
tically the only usual circumstance at- 
tending the ceieiiiony of presentation 
day at the I'niversity of London this 
year. Liud Kos<>ber>- was supported 
liy .Sir Alfred I'earce Gould, the Vice- 
L'hancellor. who read the rejiort de- 
scribing the services which the uni- 
versity had rendered to the country 
in connection with the w^ar. 

In his speech the Chancellor said 
they did not meet uinlii- such disad- 
vantages as did the students of Trin- 
ity College, Dublin, when, on the occa- 
sion of the recent outbreak, they forced 
an entrance to the college at consider- 
able risk and Insisted on being exam- 
ined. He Imagined that that would al- 
ways stand as a unique record to the 
credit of Trinity College, Dublin. As a 
conseiiuence of the war, he proceeded, 
it would bo the duty of the University 
of London to exercise a rigid economy 
fiir a period perhaps exceeding the 
duration of Ihe war. Kor that reason 
they had not been alile to fill up the 
post of prini ipal which was so regret- 
tably vacaled by .Sir Henry .Miers, but 
the gap had been made les.s sensible 
to them because of the arduous and 
self-sacrificing lalmrs of Sir Alfreil 
Qould. Speaking of those connected 
with the university who are engaged 
on active service, he said they did not 
know how many there were, but from 
the figures of the Vice-Chancellor's 
statement It yas clear that the unl- 
versitj* had no reason to bo ashamed 
of the shore it had taken in the war. 
-Many bright spirits, of whom he de- 
sired to speak with all appreciation 
and respect, were looking far beyond 
the war and planning for the future 
of education in Ihl.s country in a 
spirit both practical and sam,'uine. The 
war, however, absorbed all energies, 
and he, at any rate, could not loid< for- 
ward to the manifold nctivities which 
must be developed when the war came 
to an end. 

It was Impossible to anticipate what 
would be the conditions after the war, 
but It was absolutely certain that the 
war would leave all the combktants, 
whether victorious or otherwise, pret- 
ty much In the condition of the Kil- 
kenny cats. There would be n vast and 
general Imimverishment all over Fai- 
rope of the individuni and the state. 
The conilltlon of .'iffairs after the war 
would depr-nd largely on the policy of 
the stales of Kurope. whether they 
wiiiild come to realize what a bidcous 
cur.ie was Inherent in war. both to Ihe 
victors and the vanquished. To one 
thing he looked forward with confi- 
dence: men would return Influenced 
by a new view of human affairs. From 
men they would have become, if he 
might use a somewhat vulgarised ex- 
pression, super-men,' and that was n 
grand lookout as they must inevitably 
control the future of the country. Tried 
In the fiery furnace of (he field of bat- 
tle they would hrlnp hark chnracter. 
rniver.sllies had their various farul- 
li"s, but th' V could not furidsh a fac- 
uU\ of ( bara< |( r. .nlihough II was char-

MAPS AND MAPrMAKINQ. 
Douglas Freshfield delivered the 
presidential address at the annual 
general meeting of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society recently held In Lon- 
don, He stated that among the maps 

1 which they were producing was one 
of ICuropu und the nearer east, which 
they wtro assured by Colonel Iledb y 
of the war office had now established 
Itself as the standard map for use in 
the war. Twenty-iwo shci-ls of this 
great map had now bt i u reprodui i-d 
and publlsbed ; is mon- wciv m pru- 
ces.s of reproduction, and a further 17 
were in stages of preijarallun more or 
less advanced. A special series of 
maps in préparation showed the dis- 
tribution of nationalities in Hungary; 
another showed the boundaries of Eu- 
rope fur the last 130 years. To this 
latter work Miss Ethel Finlay. of the 
Ladles' College, Cheltenham, had de- 
voted her spare timç and much of her 
TOcatlon time. She had now been pi'o- 
moted to a position which did not ad- 
mit of her completing this task, which 
had, therefore, been placed in the 
hands of Mrs. l^oland. I'aying a hearty 
Iribulo to the amount and variety of 
the work Carried out by women for the 
nation finder the sticiety's auspices, the 
president said he fell they owed a debt 
of gratttudo to his predecessor, Lord 
Curzon, for exerting his great influ- 
ence to remove the bar to their fellow- 
ship. Continuing, Mr. Freshfield said 
the society had done much to assist 
government departments, both by the 
work carried out at the society's 
house, and by the assistance given at 
some of tlie seats of war by several 
of their most eminent members. The 
work of the schools at Oxford and 
Cambridge had been gr.avely affected 
by the war. .students hail been few 
and teachers bad been called up for 
sel'\ice, Iti these difficult ciiciini--lan- 
ces, the society was residved that the 
.schools should not suffer e.-itinction 

i for want of help from them, and he 
was glad to know that the support 
they had been able to give had con- 
tributed to keeping alive work which 
would be of evergrowing importance 
to the country. Advocating the study 
of geography as an important part of 
education in /itself, and as equipment 
for public service, he said (he value of 
mathematics as a mental training 
must by no means be underestimated. 
They might ^vell bear in mind, he said, 
si iii" of the great proVdems remaining 
un.'iolvcil. I'oremost amongsl these 
was the thorough exploration of the 
approaches to .Mt. Kverest— a necessary 
prelude to any serious allem)it at its 
ascent. Political diffii iiUies had hith- 
erto forbidden any approach to that 
inountnin, either through Nepal or 
Tibet, but he hoped that in tho near 
future the government of India might 
find it possible to facilitate thQ pas- 
sage of accredited travellers through 
those regions which lay close to India 
and were yet relatively unknown. 

Mr. Krcshfield then directed the at- 
tention of the meeting to the Shackle- 
ton expedition. The society could not 
for many reasons, he added, take upon 
Itself the re,>;poiisibiUty of organizing 
rclii'f e.NtiiMlii ions, but they had done 
all in their power to help the rei)re- 
sentatives In this country of Sir lOr- 
nest Shackleton in their an.\iou.s posi- 
tion, and he welcomed the announce- 
ment that the Prime Minister had au- 
thorized the Board of Admiralty to ap- 
point a committee, with Sir Lewis 
Beaumont as chairman, to report on 
the whole situation and advise as to 
the methods of relief. Sir Douglas 
Mawson and Dr, Bruce would serve on 
this committee and give It the benefit 
of their Antarctic experience*, and Maj. 
Leonard Darwin Would represent the 
society. 



THE READING OF POETRY. 

Not one, but many readings of a 
poem may be necessary before it i.s 
grasped as an artistic whole. True, 
with the first reading elements will 
have combined Into a unity; but If — 
from unfamlllarity or other cause — 
some of the component parts have 
failed to rivet the attention, the re- 
sult ing iniprrssion may bo different 
In kind from thi> (rue one. l.,eave ou( 
even a single element of a chemical 
combination, and either no combination 
takes place, or the result may be a 
totally different compound. W'e listen 
to a modern symphony, which Intro- 
duces novel harmonies and progres- 
sions, and at the end we hare no Im- 
pression at all; with n third or fourth 
hearing the novel elements have been 
assimilated and the symphony of 
Strauss seems as clear as the sym- 
phony of Beethoven, though more com- 
plex. Obvious as all this is, I believe 
the neglect of such considerations has 
seriously affected both the general 
reader of poetry and the profes.'sed cri- 
tic. . . .In novel reading a main In- 
(eres( is curi<islty as to the ending of 
the story: while this Lists other ele- 
ments of the fiction are o\erlooked. In 
a second R'ailing there can be no curi- 
osity and (•Iher arlislic impressions 
have a chance, 'Pliree or four read- 
ini;s may be rei|uiied for a novel of 
considerable length. Ur again. It is 
remarkable how many writers of un- 
doubted authority have pronounced the 
second part of Qoethe's "Faust" a fail- 
ure, I wish they could be compelled 
to tell us on oath how many times 
they have read It. For myself, I will 
confess that when I first read that 
work it seemed to be a labored chaos. 
This Is natural enough, as I have 
shown elsewhere, the application of the 
germinal story of "]'*aust" to so vast 
a thing «s modern culture involves an 

. . , Intricacy of m;i(lers to be 
brought Into combination. With mul- 
tiplied reading.", the whols I'aust jioem 
of Ooeth» tiresents itself lo my mind 
a.M a con.«ntnmate masterpiece; efpially 
Impressive In the separate jiarls and 
in the harmony of design Into which 
(hey are brought. 1 would go so far 
as to lay down that the most import- 
ant postulate of literary study Is tho 
repeated reading of poetry. 



BOOTS AND SHOES. 

It is changed times for boots and 
I shoes in many countries, at any rate 
! for men's boots and shoes. Two years 
jugu bouts imd shoes were being tum- 
I cd out in all manner of shapes and in 
I all manner of grades — brown boots, 
white boots, black 1}oots, and the 
saiiK- in shoes. To-day, however, from 
iiio.^t factories there proceeds a great 
sUe.ini of boots of one color ttl>d one 
liaHern; strong liools they are. made 
for niucli tramping and to meet with 
perfect Confidence m.iny untoward cir- 
cumstances, in Kngland alone, so it 
, is stated, there are some 5.00U.OU0 men 
to be kept in such boots, ami so, like 
the painting of the Forth bri^i;e, which 
is never done, the fashioning of the 
army bout goes on continuously. 

Now as to boots and shpes in gen- 
eral. The boot, runs the honest defin- 
ition, is a covering for the foot and 
lower part of the leg, usually of leath- 
. er. It is distinguished from the shoe 
j by extending above the ankle. In ear- 
lier times it was used only by riders. 
I "IJet on thy boots; we'll ride all night." 
I cries Sir John l-"alstaff lo ".\la.sler 
Swallow, my Lord Kwallow," when 
Pistol brings the news to tJloucester- 
shire that llariy tl'.e I'ifth la King. 
' llool, bout. Master Swallow," he 
urges, as he makes much show of 
haste, "Let us lake any man's horses; 
the laws of Kngland are at my com- 
mandment." 

The history of boots and shoes is, of 
course, lost in antiquity. Bven the ori- 
gin of the two words in the English 
language has never been certainly de- 
termined. Itoth boots and shoes had 
their beginning, however, in the san- 
dal; thus much Is ci» tain enough, and 
the sandal can be traced back to the 
very earliest limes. The sandal of 
plaited grass, of jialm fronds, of leath- 
er oi' o other material still continues, 
imleed. to bi' Ihe foot Covering of per- 
liaiis tile majority of the human race. 
It is (o be found everywhere through- 
out (he east, and Is, to-day, fashioned 
much as it has been for many thous- 
ands of years. In the west, however, 
the sandal early began to give place 
to various devices In the way of shoes. 
First of all they were fashioned out of 
a single piece of untanned leather. 
These were laced Vlth thongs, and so 
the covering was made complete. Front 
such rough beginnings came the l)ools 
and the shoes of all the ages. The 
boot, as has been said, was at first 
used only for riding. That, however, 
was the boot in its fullest expression, 
the boot Ih.il came to the knee. And 
so we have Jackboots, topboots, Hes- 
sian boois and Wellington boots in 
wonderful and marvellous variety, as 
anyone may see for himself who will 
visit Jules Jacquemart's famous col- 
lection of foot covering in the Cluny 
museum in Parts. 

It is a vast subject, of course, and 
has a whole bibliography devoted to 
Its consideration. Groups of coun- 
tries often had the same fshlons at 
the same time, but in each country the 
boot and the shoe has a history all its 
own. In Kngland it was often a trou- 
bled history, llvjravagance In foot- 
gi-ar was not infrequently a concern 
to a paternal government, and legis- 
lation on the matter figures promin- 
enlly in the sumptuary l.iws. An on- 
slaught, for instance, was made In 
these laws on the "iniquitous practice" 
of long shoes. It was a protracted 
struggle, but the law and the fashion 
finally prevailed. Soles broadened, 
points shrank back, and the shoe be- 
came shovel shaped. Then a contrary 
thing happened. The shoe did not 
rest when it had attained the sump- 
tuary law's Idea of perfection; slowly, 
before men's eyes, it now steadily 
broadened and broadened, where pre- 
vlousl.v It had lenglhi'ned and length- 
ened, until, once again, a paternal 
governmenl could tolerate it no longer, 
and fresh laws were enacted to restrain 
excess In this new direction. 

In the time of Kdward IV. the boot 
was the onl.v iiossible wear as an ar- 
ticle of knightly attire, and thus con- 
tinued until the time of Charles II. 
William III. and his followers estab- 
lished the use of the Jackboot for 
horsemen, and It was used b^jr the Brit- 
ish cavalry until quite recently. But 
these are only waymarks, at random. 
As lo the changes In the civilian shoe, 
who can folljw them? What bows, 
and buckles, and red heels, and high 
heels, and low heels! What marvel- 
lous effects In elegance attained by 
your lleaii Itrnmmell or your Count 
D'Clrsay! Hut it is not greatly dif- 
ferent to-day.' and when the war is 
over the one pattiTn will once again 
become many, and the boot and the 
shoe win no doubt appear, as through 
the centuries, In much variety.

'17 Queen's are Receiving 
No Special Military Re- 
cognition. 



From "Somewhere in France" comes 
the following letter: 

"We, twenty-seven medical students 
of Med. *n, Queen's, are receiving no 
special military recognition. We are 
nut shirkers. We have seen eighteen 
months of active service. The medical 
students of Varsity '17 have returned 
long ago, and we think it unjuot that 
wp are not recalled." 

The letter I» signed by "i^tiidciil.»," 
.No. 7 Canadian General Hospital, and 
I.s arcompanicd li.v an article from the 
London iJally Chrotdrle. .setting forth 
the great dearth of medical students. 

The article reads as follows: 

A Univeraity Appeal. 

A number of distingiilslied univer- 
sity représentât ive.s and others write 
pointing out that the numlier of medi- 
cal «tiidcnts is much lielow the nor- 
mal, and that ttu' oiitloolt for the fu- 
ture health of the natii^n is glooin,\ , 
■ During t!ip war imil after it is ovi'r." 
they .say. "there will he a greater neeil 
for medical men than lia.s e.xialed for 
many years, and If the policy of re- 
cruiting medical students In their first 
three years is adopted, it will be im- 
possible to satisfy tliis need, and the 
result must be tragic to the flghting 
line, to those who are supplying their 
needs at home, and the general pub- 
lic. Even if all medical students re- 
main at their work, the position will 
be a catastrophe. 

Nobody can foretell the length of 
the war. and to empty our medical 
Bchools is to gamblp on the chance 
that the war will he over within a year 
or at most a year and a half. The 
stakes are high for they are th'> lives 
and health of our forces in the field, 
and ultimalely the lives asd health of 

our whole people."

philosophy behind the war was wrong, 
and he was going to <lo hla bit by try- 
ing to expose this philosophy. The last 
time Prof. Caldwell was in Berlin he 
WAS invited to be present at a eins- 
Ing club where one of the ntembers 
asked him to find a McQitl man who 
would correspond In t^ngllsh concern- 
ing Canaiia, and he would respond 
about (.lirniany. This Is only another 
instance of the (,'reat dcslio of the 
(Iti'tnan peuple to Inform tlirmsi'lve.'* 
concerniUK Canada. Dr. CaUiwi'll said 
that he was iiiiite certain that the 
Germans Intended Canada to be the 
prize of victory. He mentioned an 
Incident when upon one of his visits 
to Germany he was speaking with a 
German professor. During the conver- 
sation some Infantry regrlments march- 
ed past, which led the German to 
make the following remark: "We Ger- 
mans are peaceful, but if we are forced 
to war we will fight in earnest." The 
Germans believed that they would 
emerge victorious, because they were 
of the opinion that they were supor- 
ior, mentally and physically, to their 
enemies. 

In concludiim; his adilro.s.q, I'rof. Cald- 
well told tho.se pre.M.Mit that they were 
living In the Krealcsl and most tragic 
time of all history, and ib was a duty 
of every man to be doing his bit in 
some way. Every student who could 
not go to the front should ask himself 
the question: "Am I doing somethinK 
aa serious, as important, and aa self- 
sacrificing as the boys at the front?" 
Dr. Caldwell's address was heartily 
applauded, because it bîivc to those 
present a very vivid picture of tier- 
many, of her hopes and amliltlons. 

Hcforc OMllintv upon Kcv, Dr. .lohn- 
slon. of the American I'lealiyterlan 
Church. Dr. Adams toUl a very Inter- 
esting story of a friend of his, a profes- 
sor, wild was once visiting Germany, 
and had been Invited to be present at 
a meeting of a Political Eksonomy club 
at which the members were discussing, 
between steins of beer, topics of na- 
tional interest. One member arose and 
said, "When we have conquered Great 
Britain, which ono of the colonies 
should wo take?" Some one sue«e»t- 
ed that they claim Canada; anotlicr 
showed the advantages of India, and 
s(i thinn.s wen; on. Hy this lime the 
friend of Ur. .\.lam8 wua very wrath. 
an<l arislPK, he said, "When you have 
coiniuercd Great Britain why not take 
everythinK?" This remark was greatly 
I appreciated, the members of the club 
deciding that this would be the best 
thing to do. 

Rev. Dr. Johnston Speaks. 

The ctialriuan called upon Dr. John 
1 ston, whom he characterlned as Iho 
j person who, above all others, had tak- 
I en an extreme interest in all the Mc 
!(illl Y.iM.C.A .activities. Pr. .lohn 
I aton. In referrint; to the lieautiful and 
' tasteful work of the ladles, remarked 
1 that they could have done only one 
thing more, and that was to grace the 
occasion by their presence. "Among 
the many things for which we must be 
thankful this year," he said, "l» pro- 
hlbition." Our province is the only 
broken link in the chain which unites 
Canada from sea to sea, hut we look 
forward to the day, with confidence 
when this chain will be maile complete 
After all, evolution Is the Kreat thinK 
in our aK'e, and Ur. Adams will agree 
with nie in this respect. KcferrlnK to 
the war, the speaker .said that the real 
tragedy is that a great European stale 
which had come forward In the world's 
civilization, and was to occupy a first 
piate. has sought this mastery, not by 
spirit, but by force. Men, we must 
carry on this war with the highest 
possible ideals and let us, as Dr. Cald 
well BO beautifully suggested keep our 
minds free from hate. This spiritual 
uplift, as we see It manifested through 
out the world, Is coming to (iermany 
also. Dr. Johnston referred to a great 
number of letters sent out from tier 
man universities to 40.000 German stu 
dents serving at the front in wh»ch 
there was an exhortation towards re- 
cognizing this war, not as a war of 
hate, but as a war of Ideals. The 
speaker then appealed to the students 
at largo that they should not only 
think of what they will get from their 
connection with the University, but of 
what great services they can and must 
give to this great city of Montreal, a 
city which was conceived In the mid- 
dle of the 17th century hy Malson- 
neuve as a centre of noble Ideals. Kv- 
ery student who stands for imrilv, i v 
ery student who works with high Ideals 
in view, la doing womelhing for the 
city. And, men, let me say In conclu- 
sion, do not forget to keep In touch 
with the home people. The greater 
vision of life which we get from our 
studies should not make us Irreverent 
towards the narrow views cherished at 
home. Let us keep In touch with the 
best things In lite. 

In concluding, the chairman called 
for the General SacreUry, B. A. Cor- 
bett, to make an announcement Mr. 
Corbett was heartily greeted by the 
students. He apologised for taking the 
opportunity to make this announce- 
ment but as it was with reference to 
the most important branch of Y.M. 
C.A. activities for the year, and as 
there was no other opportunity, he 
hoped he would be excused. On Wed- 
nesday evening, the Y.M.f.A. will 
launch Its Whle study campaign by 
holding a supper in Room B. Kvery 
student who will either Join one of 
the classes or Is willing to help In 
the campaign in any way Is asked to 
be present

FUOD PRICES FOR 



Interesting Comparisons are Pub- 
lished by the London Board 
of Trade. 



According to infoiinalion published 
by the Hoard of Tia<le retail pri(.<'s of 
food In the United Kingdom on July I 
were higher than on June I by 1 i/a per 
cent.

"lOverybody Is in the business some- 
how, men and women." Such were 
the words of Dean Lee, of the Liiw 
Faculty, in speaking with a Dally re- 
presentative of war conditions exist- 
ing In England as he found them. "Ev- 
erybody is certain of winning this war, 
and we're going to do It." 

In mentioning the changes which 
meet the eye of the visitor in England, 
Dr. Lee spoke of his first Impression 
on .landing. A military despotism ap- 
parently prevailed; but the examina- 
tion of the customs officers proved 
that, despite ail, Knplish life was, in 
a degree at least, the same as of old. 
However, at the hotels, the traveller 
must furnish particulars, regarding hla 
name and passports, etc But though 
ten columned forms are provided by 
the officials, it is only necessary to 
fill In three of these columns, which 
proves that English militarism is tem- 
pered In practice. Another noticeable 
fact Is that all blinds In hotels, etc., 
are drawn at night as a precaution 
against air lalds. 

It is also Worthy of note that prac- 
tically all the porters, elevator men 
and others In similar positions, are 
elderly, and one la struck with the 
fact that few young men are seen on 
ihu streets. Women are seen running 
elevators, and as conductors on omni- 
buses, and they are quite efficient The 
cities and towns swarm wtlh soldiers, 
many of whom have been wounded, and 
are on leave. The latter wear grey or 
blue uniforms, with red ties, and the 
cheeriness which exists among them 
is astonishing. Kvery i)art of the Mm- 
pire is represenleil, but the Anzacs 
are jierhajis the most conspicuous on 
account of tli(ir peculiar hats. The 
Canadians are alsfj very much In evi- 
dence. 

lOxternally London life Is much as 
usual, and though the theatres are 
naturally not so ji^xtenslvely patronized 
by civilians, yet they are generally full 
of soldiers and their friends. 

It is astounding the amount of vol- 
untary work which is being done, es- 
pecially by those beyond military age. 
Many of the middle aged men arc In 
flovernment posltlon.s. Dean Lee spoke 
parlieularly of one of his friends who 
is at the head of the War Trade In- 
telligence Department. Ills office Is 
filled with college men and profes- 
sors, and professional men from vari- 
ous vocations, all working for little or 
r,(i pay. He also mentioned a certain 
wealthy couple, the husband having 
worked every day for two years in the 
Pension Allowance Department while 
hl8 wife labored at munitions, neither 
of them accepting any remuneration 
whatsoever for their services. 

Dean Lee spent a day at Oxford, and, 
as far as undergradtiates are concern- 
ed, he found It practically empty— a 
few Rhodes Scholars from the TTnlted 
States, and n small number of students 
who are unfit for military service. The 
undergraduates arerejilnced by Cadets 
in many cases. These Cadets, a con- 
sldi riiblo number of whom have al- 
ready seen service In the ranks, are 
now iraining for otfleers. These are 
distinguished by a white hat band. 
It In really astonishing how little at

The present sealing <a- 
padty of the bowl is 60,617 in rsons. 
Word has already been received from 
Harvard asking <4.O00 seats, leaving 
only 36,000 tor the Yale home crowd 
and for spectators from all over the 
country. 

A Yale football ofl3ote} nid recently 
that Yale cannot take care of its own 

crowd unless it has 50,000 seats, and 
It became known that a meeting of 
the committee of twenty-ono would be 
called immediately to consider the 
question of buildint; about 8,000 more 
seats around the parapet of the fort- 
llko enclosure. This committee built 
the Bowl, and has charge of it. it is 
generally believed al Yale that this 
committee will decide to erect tlie 
stands and thus do the best that Tale 
is able to relieve a situation which 
eight weeks before the scheduled game, 
has already become acpte.
